Watch is a precision 
timepiece that com- 
bines advanced elec- 
tronic technology with 
fashionable design. 

This watch also func- 
tions as an alarm clock 
and chronograph (stop- 
watch). Its features in- 
clude: 

Date / Time Display — 

shows the month, day, 
day of the week, and 
time in AM/PM or 24- 
hour format. 

Daily Alarm and Hour- 
ly Chime — lets you 
set the watch to sound 
an alarm every day at a 
preset time and a chime 
on the hour. 
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Stopwatch — lets you 
time events up to 24 
hours and record split 
times. 

Water Resistant — 

lets you submerge the 
watch to a maximum 
depth of 98 feet (30 
meters). 

Caution: This watch is 
water resistant while 
bathing or showering, 
or while playing water 
sports in shallow water. 
It is not recommended 
for use while deep sea 
diving or platform div- 
ing. The watch is water 
resistant, not water- 
proof.

OPERATION 

MODES 

This watch has four dif- 
ferent modes: 

Time Display — dis- 
plays the hour, minutes, 
seconds, and week- 
day. 

Date — lets you set and 
display the correct date. 

Alarm — lets you set 
and display the alarm 
time. 

Chronograph (Stop- 
watch) — lets you time 
an event from start to 
finish and track laps 
with split times. 
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USING THE 
LIGHT 

To view the display in 
the dark, held dewn 
LIGHT. The display 
lights. 


SETTING THE 
TIME AND DATE 

1 . Hold down MODE 
until the Monday 
bar, hour digits, 
and A or P (in the 
12-hour mode) 
flash. 
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2. Release MODE, 
then press it again 
The Tuesday bar 
and seconds dig- 
its flash. 

3. Press LAP/RESET 
to reset the sec- 
onds digits to 00. 


Note: If the sec- 
onds displayed 
was greater than 
29, one minute is 
added to the 
minute digits. 
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4. Press ST/STOP 
(Start/Stop) to se- 
lect the digits you 
want to set. The 
selected digits 
flash.

Then press LAP/ 
RESET to advance 
the flashing digits. 

Notes: 

• The sequence 
is seconds, min- 
utes, hours, 
month (or day), 
day (or month), 
and weekday. 
See “Selecting 
the Date Dis- 
play Format” on 
Page 9. 
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• Hold down LAP/ 
RESET to 
quickly ad- 
vance the flash- 
ing digit. 

5. Press MODE when 
you finish setting 
the time and date. 


Selecting the 
Date Display 
Format 

To switch the month 
and day position when 
the time dispiay is 
showing, hoid down ST/ 
STOP then press LAP/ 
RESET. 
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Selecting the 
Time Display 
Format 

To switch between the 
AM/PM and 24-hour 
format display, hold 
down LAP/RESET, then 
press MODE when the 
alarm time Is showing. 

In the AM/PM format, 
AM or PM appears to 
the left of the hour. 
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USING THE 
HOURLY 
CHIME/DAILY 
ALARM 

You can set an hourly 
chime and a daily 
alarm. The hourly 
chime sounds at the be- 
ginning of each hour. 
The daily alarm sounds 
for 30 seconds at the 
set alarm time. Te stop 
it sooner, press LAP/ 
RESET. 

To hear what the chime 
and alarm sound like, 
holddown LAP/RESET, 
then press ST/STOP. 
First the chime sounds 
and the chime symbol 
appears. Press ST/ 
STOP again to have the 
alarm sound and the 
alarm symbol appear. 
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Setting the Chime 


To turn on or off the 
hourly chime, from the 
time display, hold down 
LAP/RESET and repeat- 
edly press ST/STOP so 
the chime symbol (^) 
appears or disappears. 


Setting an Aiarm 
Time 

1 . Hold down MODE 
until the Monday 
bar, the hour digits, 
and A or P flash. 
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2. Press LAP/RESET 
to advance the 
hour digits. 

Notes: 

• Hoid down LAP/ 
RESET to quick- 
iy advance the 
digits. 

• if you are using 
the AM/PM for- 
mat, A (for AM) 
or P (for PM) 
appears. 

3. Press ST/STOP. 
The minute digits 
fiash. 

4. Press LAP/RESET 
to advance the 
minute digits. 
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5. After setting the 
alarm time, press 
MODE to return to 
the time display. 

To view the preset 
alarm time, from the 
time display, hold down 

LAP/RESET. 

Turning the Alarm 
On/Off 

From the time display, 
hold down LAP/RESET, 
then repeatedly press 
ST/STOP to turn on or 
off the alarm. The 
watch beeps and •)))) 
appears if the alarm is 
turned on. 
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Note: You must turn off 
the chime before turn- 
ing off the aiarm, then 
turn the chime back on, 
if desired. 


USING THE 
STOPWATCH 

The stopwatch counts 
eiapsed time up to 24 
hours. After 40 minutes, 
hundredths of a second 
no ionger show. 

Note: Once 23 hours, 
59 minutes, 59.99 sec- 
onds is reached, the 
stopwatch resets and 
continues counting 
from 0 00 00. 
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1 . Hold down MODE 
until 0 00 00 
appears. 


2. Press ST/STOP to 
start the stop- 
watch. 

3. To measure split 
time, press LAP/ 
RESET while the 
stopwatch is run- 
ning. The stop- 
watch time display 
stops, but the stop- 
watch continues to 
run. After you 
record the split 
time, press LAP/ 
RESET to return to 
the running time 
display. 
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Note: Split time is 
the time elapsed 
frem the stopwatch 
start time. 

4. Press ST/STOP 
again to stop the 
stopwatch. 

5. Press LAP/RESET 
to reset the step- 
watch display to 0 
00 00 . 

6. Press MODE to 
return to the time 
display.

To enjoy your Ra- 
dioShack Chronograph 
Alarm Watch for years: 

• Use and store the 
watch only In nor- 
mal temperature 
environments. 

• Handle the watch 
gently and care- 
fully. 

• Keep the watch 
away from dust 
and dirt.

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REPLACING 
THE BATTERY 

If the watch slows or the 
display dims, follew 
these steps to replace 
the 3V lithium CR2016 
battery. We recom- 
mend RadioShack Cat. 
No. 23-160. 

1. Insert a small flat- 
blade screwdriver 
under the notch of 
the watch’s case 
and pry off the 
back of the case. 
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2. Remove the insu- 
lator sheet. 

3. Use a Phillips 
screwdriver to re- 
move one of the 
screws from the 
battery holder. 


4. Lift the battery 
holder out of the 
way, remove the 
old battery, and in- 
stall a new one 
with the positive 
(-r) side up. 
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Warning: Immedi- 
ately discard the 
old battery. Keep 
the battery out of 
reach of children. 
Swallowing a but- 
ton-cell battery 
could be fatal. 

Caution: Use only 
a fresh battery of 
the required size 
and type. Always 
remove an old or 
weak battery. 

5. Replace the bat- 
tery holder cover 
and secure it with 
the screw you re- 
moved in Step 3. 

6. Replace the insu- 
lator sheet and the 
back of the watch's 
case. 
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Caution: Be sure 
the arrow on the 
back of the case 
points toward 
LIGHT. Otherwise, 
the alarm will not 
sound.
